Proposed building 
ban faces opposition

WILMINGTON - . During a 
joint session on Tuesday, May 
27, the Planning Board and the 
Finance Committee offered lit- 
tle support for the article for 
the June 9 Special Town 
Meeting that proposes a two- 
year ban on all new construc- 
tion in Wilmington. Petitioner 
Michael McCoy presented the 
proposal. 


Specifically, McCoy’s article 
Proposes a two-year cessation 
on all new construction in 
Wilmington, with the exception 
of municipal b , but 
allows for the alteration or 


-empainsion of any 
tures. 


“It is irresponsible of the town 
to continue issuing building 


concerned that a moratorium 
would created additional unem- 
ployment in town. One resident 
stated that if the town was to 
pass McCoy's article, they 
might as well also pass the hat 
around. 


Residents also argued that 
Wilmington will lose an aver- 
age of $700,000 a year in new 
growth tax revenue as a result 
of a building moratorium. 


They asserted that the money 
that would have to be collected 
one way or another, whether as 
one more burden on the already 
faltering “free cash” surplus or 
through new taxes on current 
residents. 

Several residents effectively 
individualized the adverse 
effects of a moratorium. 

“I was born in this town and 
raised my family in this town,” 
stated Jack Cushing. “My son 
got married and is going to 
build a home behind my house. 
I am one signature away from 
getting this done, and if this 
goes through my son will have 


to:wait. two more: years.“This~:, 


will not just hurt developers, it 
will hurt someone like me who 
has given back to this commu- 
nity.” 
“My recommendation would 
not be to institute a building 
moratorium in this financial 
climate,” Town Manager 
Michael Caira stated. 

McCoy stood his ground and 
addresses the various critics. 

“The language of this article 
protects every citizen in this 
community,” McCoy stated. 

“Why now?” Jack Walsh, of 
the Finance Committee, asked 
McCoy, “Why during the worst 
financial crisis should we 
implement this building mora- 
torium?”

$3.5 million from the communi- 
ty’s “free cash” account to 
design and build an affordable 
housing center for senior citi- 
zens. The article states that 
the facility would be under the 


stressed the duty and responsi- 
bility owed to one’s country.”

WPD receives new tools 
to combat drunk driving 


WILMINGTON - Drunk dri- 
ving is a violent crime that 
claims a life every 32 minutes 
in America, To enhance its 
ability to arrest and to help 
convict drunk drivers, the 
Wilmington Police Department 
has received a new Breath 
Alcohol Testing System (BATS) 
as part of the Governor’s 
Highway Safety Bureau 
(GHSB) You Drink & Drive. 
You Lose. Campaign. Each 
BATS is valued at $9,800.00 and 
requires no additional expense 
for a community to deploy. 
“Our new BATS will allow us 
to more efficiently process 
those arrested for drunk dri- 
ving and to report the required 
information faster to state 
authorities,” said Chief Nally. 
“Instead of officers pinned 
down doing the extensive 
paperwork related to impaired 
driving arrests, we can get 
them back out on the streets to 
protect our community.” 

With a federal highway safety 
grant, the GHSB is providing 
$4.5 million to purchase 425 
BATS units for local police 
departments, state police bar- 
racks, municipal training acad- 
emies, the MBTA police, and 
select college campus police 
departments by June 2003., The 
GHSB is promoting the BATS 
distribution program to local 
law enforcement with the assis- 
tance of the Massachusetts 
Chiefs of Police Association. 
The State Police’s Office of 
Alcohol Testing is certifying 
the new BATs units as well as 
providing the required training 
and technical support. 

All BATS units will ultimately 
be connected to a network that

of impaired driving arrest 
information to the Office of 
Alcohol Testing and the 
Registry of Motor Vehicles that 
is mandated by state law. This 
on-line network will reduce 
paperwork for law enforcement 
personnel processing drunk 
driving arrests. The resulting 
database from this information 
will assist those prosecuting 
drunk drivers as well as those 
planning safety programs to 
combat impaired driving. 

There were 234 people killed 
in alcohol related motor vehicle 
crashes in Massachusetts in 
2001 - 49 percent of the 477 total 
fatalities that year.

Residents purchased over 120 
rain barrels in the first pro- 
gram and the interest was so 
great that the Town has imple- 
mented a second program. 

You can purchase one of the 
55-gallon rain barrels for $55, a

until July 1. To provide the low- 
est cost, the company is 
arranging for a general deliv- 
ery of the rain barrels on 
Sunday, July 13 from 10 am to 1 
pm. You can pick them up at 
the Water and Sewer office at 
115 Andover Street that day. 

As you may have read, out- 
door water restrictions are 
already in place, and may be 
further restricted as the sum- 
mer progresses. 

Rain barrels allow you to col- 
lect water with no added chem- 
icals. This is ideal for watering 
your plants, flowers and gar- 
dens and allows you to water 
during dry conditions. Since 
the average roof will shed over 
5,000 gallons of water during 
the summer months, this is an 
excellent way to conserve

No Ifs, Ands or Butts 


Here's a tip for teenagers: Smoking is not cool. 

Really. It isn’t. Teens need not heed this often repeated state- 
ment solely from their elders. They can take it from their peers 
asiwell. 

According to a study cited by Dr. Gerald Ferris, the principal at 
‘Tewksbury Memorial High School, one out of every five high 
school students are hooked on nicotene. That remains an alarm- 
ing and unfortunate figure, but it does suggest that four out of five 
young folks reject lighting up. 

See? Even most teens know that smoking is not cool. 

And it is going to become even less cool when Dr. Ferris and the 
Tewksbury School Committee hammer out a new policy to crack 
doivn on students who light ‘em if they got ‘em. 

Dr. Ferris pushed for a tougher policy during the recent meeting 
of the School Committee that was held on Wednesday, May 21. His 
ideas were well received. 

Currently, a first-time offending student receives one day of in- 
school suspension if he or she is caught smoking cigarettes in 
school or partaking in related tobacco products. A student who 
gets busted a second time gets two days. A third time offender 
gets .. . surely, you can see where this is going. 

On May 21, Dr. Ferris proposed that first time offenders be dealt 
four days of out-of-school suspension and their parents be required 
to meet with the school principal. 

And students who get caught again? They get eight days. 

‘This is the way to go. For starters, such a measure puts the 
school system in step with its own policies towards alcohol and 
drugs. After all, cigarettes are like alcohol in that teens under the 
age of 18 are forbidden by law to indulge in them. 

‘Secondly, four days of out-of-school suspension may feel like a 
vacation to a teen who prefers smoking breaks to studies, but the 
so-called pleasures of such a getaway are fleeting. Surely, a four- 
day gap in one’s education is the kind of thing that looks sore on 
a (ranscript and gets in the way of one’s future. It certainly gets 
in‘the way of making up missed homework assignments, exams 
and projects, 

‘Lastly, the measure that calls for Mom and Dad to report to the 
principal’s office seems like simple common sense, but it plays like 
a masterstroke because so many school systems fail to hold par- 
ents accountable for the behavior of the children in their charge. 

‘This tougher stance on teen smoking is certain to be embraced 
in one form or another by the School Committee at an upcoming 
meeting, so any discussion here is not meant to rally support. 
Rather, we here at the Town Crier wish to simply commend Dr. 
Ferris for realizing the severity of nicotene addiction in some of 
his students and proposing ways in which laws can be enforced and

Mr. McCoy contradicted him- 
self during the meeting on May 
12th. At one point he said he 
would only allow two or three 
people to talk during his new 
segment because he did not 
want the meeting to run too 
late. An hour later he said he 
didn’t care how long a meeting 
ran, insinuating that other peo- 
ple did not care about 
Wilmington as much as he 
does. What he really means is, 
if I am interested in a given 
topic we will discuss it to the 
max; if it does not involve me, I 
will sit you down quickly. As far 
as reappointing Mr. Newhouse 
as Town Counsel, it was obvious 
that Mr. McCoy does not like 
Mr. Newhouse on a personal 
level. If he really were a “big 
person” as he claimed, he 
would have put those personal 
feelings aside and reappointed 
Mr. Newhouse. 

I will never claim to under- 
stand the ins and outs of town 
politics. I do, however, recog- 
nize rude and irrational behav- 
ior and a lack of common sense 
when I see it. I have seen it dur- 
ing the past two selectmen 
meetings. To borrow the most 
overused phrase during these 
meetings, “the bottom line is,” 
we have a board made up of at 
least three people with their 
own personal agendas.

dwellings. The petitioner 
intends to reside in one of those 
dwellings.

Law Chapter 184 of Acts of 2002. 
If passed, the article would take 
effect on July 1, 2005. The arfi- 
cle originally proposed to tale 
effect in 2003, but Selectman 
Lepore amended it to take 
effect in 2005. 

Caira requested that the 
Finance Committee vote 
against the article because it 
wouldn’t take effect for two 
years and would handcuff the 
town.
